John Townsend of London, merchant. Brother, Daniel Townsend of Crudwell, 
CO. Wilts ; late brother, Philip Townsend, left two sons and a dau. Executors, Sir 
Benjamin Ayloffe, Bart., and John Preston, merchant. Dated 13 March 1716, and 
proved 2 August 1717, P.C.C. 

John Townsend, citizen and soapmaker of London. To be buried at Highgate 
by wife. Property in parishes of Chippenham, Langley Burrell, Bromhill, and 
Bromham, co. Wilts. Nephews, Nathaniel Townsend, of London, soapmaker, and 
William Townsend of London, grocer ; grandsons, Townsend Andrews, Thomas 
Andrews, and John Andrews ; granddau., Anne Andrews ; dau., Sarah Andrews ; 
brother, Robert Townsend, and his now wife Elizabeth ; sister, Bethiah Paradise ; 
niece, Elizabeth Townsend ; John Townsend (son of late brother Henry Townsend 
of Bath) had sons, Kobert, John, and Benjamin, and a dau., Mary. Will dated 27 
Nov. 1721 ; codicil 15 Aug. 1723, after death of grandson, Thomas Andrews ; 
proved 11 Feb. 1724-5, P.C.C. 

The Rev. Joseph Townsend, Rector of Pewsey, co. Wilts, was the author of 
* A Journey through Spain in the Years 1786 and 1787,' and of other books. He 
was also known as a geologist.

There is a mezzotint portrait of Alderman James Townsend with William 
Beckford and John Sawbridge. 

Henry Hare Townsend sold the manors of Tottenham, co. Middlesex, in 1792, 
to Thomas Smith, of Gray's Inn, and sold Busbridge Hall, near Godalming, co. 
Surrey, about 1824. 

Colonel Elrington, of the 3rd Guards, is said to have married, 2ndly, 13 Dec. 
1828, Anne Margaret, 2nd dau. of John Elliot, of Pimlico Lodge, brewer. 

Rev. Chauncy Hare Townsend bequeathed his pictures and jewels to South 
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K^isington Musemn, and his books and curiosities to the musemn at Wisbeach, co. 
Cam.y and left a large sum to foand an elementary school, which his executrix and 
executor, the Baroness Burdett-Coutts and the Rct. Thomas Helmore, built in 
Westminster. Rev. Chauncy Hare Townsend was the author of several Yolumes of 
poetry; he spelt his name TownsAend, believing, I am informed, that he was 
descended from the family of Townsend of Rainham, Norfolk. 

The Rev. Henry Morice had, besides the children given, two sons, who died 
young, and were buried at Allhallows, Bread Street, and two dans., who also died 
young, and were buried at Chipping Ongar, Essex. 

The late Mrs. Joseph Phipps Townsend has a brother, Charles WooUam, J.P. for 
S< Albans.
